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NEGRO RECOGNITION 


i Intelligent and capable negroes often say their race ‘‘never has 
a chance.” This is not altogether true. Often the negro does 
have a chance, and proves it in a way that surprises the discourag- 
ed ones. 


Arthur Waller, a student in one of the high schools in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., has just been chosen president of the students’ associa- | 
tion, by a vote of 900 out of 1,400. He is colored, and the candi- 
dates he defeated are white. He was elected by white votes. 
Waller seems to have earnd the distinction. He must have earned 
it, to win so notably. Otherwise he could hardly have overcome | 
the race prejudice which does exist, as a normal thing, in the mind | 
of the average white boy or girl. He has proved himself an 
athlete, an orator, a good student and a good business man, ap- | 
parently the “best all-around man” in his class. And with it all. | 
he has conducted himself with becoming modesty, not presuming on | 
his honors nor showing undue consciousness of his color. | 
“This could happen only in the North,” it will be said. Pro- 
bably so, in this precise form of distinction. The South is more 
sensitive about any form of recognition for the black race which 
might seem to imply social equality. Yet in the South, too, there 
have been, and are now, many negroes arriving at genuine distinction | 
and power, in business and professional life. 
s\ It is very largely a question of the way the gifted negro 
 -onducts himself of tact and delicacy in dealing with the dominant | 
race. 


THE BOOB TRAP 


What is the most rapidly growing business in this country? Ac- 
cording to John T. Flynn, writing in Collier's, it is horse-racing. 
iid “according to the same authority, the racing is mostly bunk and | 
fake. 

As for size and importance, it is set down as a more profitable 
business than the house-building industry or the tobacco industry | 
or the motion picture industry. Not the racing itself, but the betting 
that is the almost invariable accompaniment of horse-racing. 

“For every dollar Uncle Sam spends on smokes, he spends two 
on a race horse. For every dollar he puts into those trick box of- 
fices at the movie theatres, he sends three through the cash boxes 
of the pari-mutuel mechines and bookmakers. He blows in twice 
as much on the turf as he does on building homes, badly as he needs 
them. He puts up more money with licensed and blind-tiger book- 
makers than he does for bootleg liquor, and three times as much as 
he used to spend for booze in the old days.” 

Aside from the 8,000,000 paid admissions last year to see 
10,000 running horse races and the 36,000,000 admissions to har- 
ness-horse courses, the writer estimates that more than $500,000.- | 
000 were bet at the tracks and more than $2, 000,000,000 away 
; from tracks, through * ‘bootleg bookies”. 

* “Thy “sport of kings,” he finds, rests on gambling and the 
gambler usually loses his money. And the business grows—how it 
grows! Tracks and running days have more than trebled in the last 
six years. “Blue sky investments’, it appears, are a trifle com-
